The 
design  of  the  binding  is  very  similar  to  the  bindings  designed  by  the  Eves  for  King 
Henry  III  of  France,  but  the  fact  that  the  title,  publisher’s  name  and  date  are 
stamped  on  the  back  would  indicate  that  it  was  a later  copy  of  one  of  their  bind- 
ings, possibly  bound  for  Henrietta  Maria,  queen  of  Charles  I of  England  who  was 
living  in  exile  in  France  at  that  time.  Old  signature  of, — “Daniel  Cahoes,  1680,”  on 
last  page.

Very  Rare  and  Curious  Volume  of  Pictures  of  Religious  Subjects,  en- 
graved by  Wassili  Andreiev,  one  of  the  foremost  Russian  engravers  of  the  17th  Cen- 
tury, Leonti  Bunin  and  others.  The  design  and  execution  of  the  plates  is  excellent, 
with  a strong  tinge  of  the  Byzantine  influence,  the  borders,  however,  showing  the 
tendencies  of  the  western  European  style.  The  discoloration  of  the  paper  may  be 
due  to  some  oil  or  acid  used  in  the  engraving  work. 

The  leaf  of  text  and  29  of  the  plates  in  this  volume  are  the  same  as  those  in  the 
volume  immediately  following  this,  the  plates  on  leaves  23,  24  and  25  not  being 
included  in  the  other  volume.
